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NEW ABSTRACT 

A multi-transaction coin machine (10) is provided which accepts a number of 
coins, counts the coins and displays the value to a user. The user is presented a 
variety of options in exchange for the coins, including a receipt redeemable for 
cash, or a variety of electronic financial transactions, including paying bills or 
purchasing tickets. The multi-transaction machine (10) is an innovation in self- 
service convenience, efficiency and functionality, providing the services of a 
variety of machines, such as coin machines, ATMs, ticket services, and bill paying 
services all in a single user-operated machine. 
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
